Admission of Tennessee.

Wasamseron, July 24.—The!.

President has signed the Joint
Resolytion admitting Tennesseg,:
but says that the preamble con-
sists of statements, some of whick
are assumed. While the resolu-
tion is merely a declaration of
opinion, ¥ eomprises no legisla-
tion, nor does it confer any power
which is binding upon the re-
spective Houses, the Executive
or the State.

He further says that the right
of each House, under the Con-
stitution, to judge of the qualifi-
{ions of its own members. is un-
doubted ; and that his approval
‘or disapproval of the resolution
could not in the slightest degrec
increase or diminish the authori-
ty, in this respect, conferred on
‘the two branches of Congress.—
But carnestly desiring to remove
every cause of further delay,
whether real or imaginary, on the
part of Congress, to the admis-
sion of the loyal Scnators and
Representatives from Tennessee
—notwithstanding the anomalous
character of the proceedings——he
affixes his signaturc to the reso-
Iution. At the 'same -time -his
approval is not to be constrired
as an acknowledgment that Con-
gress has the right to pass laws
preliminary to the admission of
Representatives from any of the
States. Nor is it to be consider-
ed as committing him to all the
statements of the preamble, some
of which are without foundation.
